DE GUERVILLE v. DICEY. 
Remarkable as it is that views so diametric+ 
ally opposed as those expressed in Mr. Dicey’s 
book “Egypt of the Future” and M. de Guer- 
ville’s article in the “Fortnightly Review” 
should appear within a few days of each other, 
it is still more worthy of notice that the 
conclusions arrived at by a Frenchman shoul 
commend themselves to those most qualified to 
| judge as being far more in accordance with 
| fact than the opinions firmed by an English- 
man, especially ope so well-known as Mr. 
Dicey. It is indeed strange that as to Egypt, 
of all places in the world, a French author 
should show so decidedly superior a capacity 
to gauge the extent of the success achieved 
by the policy of the British Agent, and have 
the frankness to publicly admit the benefits 
that British rule have conferred upon the 


year (“New Egypt) M. de Guerville gave 
convincing proof that, clever as he was in 
piequant description of the gay doings of the 
Cairo season, he was equally capable of dealing 
with the more serious problems of Egyptian 
life. None but a very careful observer of what 
is going on could have shown so intimate an 
acquaintance with the land question for in- 
stance; probably, however, the predominance of 
the lighter vein prevented to a great extent 
a due appreciation of the more solid portions 
of the book, to which the article in the 
“Fortnightly” forms a fitting sequel. 

It appears to us to be somewhat late in the 


rule administered by British officials appointed 
by himself and holding their offices subject, in 
fact though not in name, to his approval.” If 
ever a policy, of what our contemporary “The 
Evening Standard” calls “benevolent autocra- 
cy” has been justified by the results attendant 
upon it, that of Lord Oromer is certainly the 
most conspicuous in success that we can call 
to mind. Incidentally Mr, Dicey admits that 
the autocratic system is the same under which 
Egypt has been ruled fur ages, ' seemingly obli- 
vious of the fact that it would be useless to 
attempt to govern Eastern people by any other 
method than thac to which long use had accus- 
tomed them. But Lord Cromer’s autocratic rule 
has not only been benevolent, it has gone far 
beyond that, and has been so liberal and toler- 
ant that he has been frequently reproached 
for giving far too great opportunity for the 


_ | growth of native dissontent, Mr. Dicey’s de- 


scription of the Anglo Egyptian official and 
Lord Cromer’s wish “to give as little encourage- 
ment as possible to any British official who 
endeavours to ascertain for himself the views 
and opinions of the Egyptian population,” is 
totally at variance not only with fact, but with 
the desire expressed by Lord Cromer in his 
speech to the Skinners’ Company in 1900 that 
“Egypt should be governed in the interests of 
the Egyptians themselves.” One notable result 
of this speech was that on his lordship’s return 
to this country he was welcomed by one of the 
leading native newspapers as “one whom 
Egyptians love,” “who likes the peasant, aids 
the weak, and opposes a determined resistance 
to the oppression which he hates.” 

It is pleasant to turn from Mr. Dicey’s 


. statements. — and fana- 
ticism are reduced by him to their trae pro- 
portions, the tendency to magnify le 
quarrels and ordinary cases of 4 
proofs that the Mussulman population is in a 
dangerously inflammable condition,” is cour 
mented on. Where Mr. Dicey can only discern 
that “native ministers in common with all 
Orientals dislike trouble,” the French writer 
says that “almost the whole of Egypt is hard 
at work” and that “where formerly laziness 
reigned supreme, work is to-day being pursued, 
with incredible fervour and energy, while life 
is as intense asin France or England” State- 
ments more at variance than these it is diffi- 
cult to imagine, but there can be little doubt 
that while Eastern energy is still far behind 
Western ideas of what this consists—at any 
rate in some not unimportant details the 
example set by Englishmen and the earnest- 
ness with which they bave worked to effect the 
regeneration of Egypt has not been without 
its effect on Egyptian officials, On all hands 
and in every department of industrial and 
commercial life is the improvement clearly 
visible . N 

In dealing with the disaffection which toa 
greater or lesser extent certainly exists in 
Egypt, M. de Guerville-euumerates the prin- 
cipal elements which go to make up the body 
of malcontents. In their ranks, he says, “we 
find the patriots, real or ‘sham, whose hearts 
bleed at the sight of the Englishman giving 
orders like a master and often somewhat 
roughly,” “the ambitious,” the “di 2 
and “the irreconcilabi-s.” While expressing his 
sympathy with those who wish toses theircoun- 
try free and independent he recognises, as do 
they themselves generally, that the time has 
not yet come for this, Egypt as yet in- 
capable of self-government. rr 

Very wisely as we think, M. de Guerville 
attempts no forecast as to the future course of 
events in Egypt. Doubtless, being a sensible 
man, he knows that it is dangerous to prophesy 
unless you know. Heis content to point out that 
at the present time the country cannot stand 
alone and that the only suitable support is 
England, “or rather it is that excellent man 
Lord Cromer.” With this conclusion it is 
needless to say we cordially agree, and we are 
rejoiced to think that this vindication of the 
policy pursued by his lordship should appear 
at so Opportune a moment. His hands want 
strengthening, not weakening, and the testi- 
mony of so enlightened aa observer as M. de 
Guerville has shown himself to be is especially 
valuable as a set-off to Mr. Dioey s gloomy 
vat ioinations
